Missing On Pacific Flight 


SEATTLE, Sept. 10.—( 


—Ships of the Coast Guard 
cruised south of the Aleu- 
tian Islands "T;oday hunting 
the missing trans - Pacific 
fliers, Dan Moyle and Cecil 
A. Allen, but officers of the 
guard termed the search a 
hopeless one before they started 


One incident remained to bolster 
up the convictions of the few who 
clung to the belief that the aviat- 
ors were safe—an anonymous mes- 
sage saying a large 
monoplane 
had been seen to land on a small 
island off the- British Columbia 
coast. 
The fliers left Samushiro Beach, 
Japan, early Tuesday with a 47 
hours supply of gasoline. 
Their 


' 
» fuel could not have lasted longer 
than until about noon yesterday, 
Pacific Standard time, and they 
had' expected to land -in Seattle 
_Kome time during the morning. 
They were last seen 110 miles 
from Samushiro, 70 minutes- after 
the takeoff. 
Three Coast Guard cutters, the 
Northland, Chelan and 
Taska, 


IHVtarted search!" ,' along the focky 
"lilihd storm-scourged islands late 


yesterday. 


• ' The. cutters were 
ordered 
to 
cruise to the western extremity of 
the island chain and make a thor- 
ough search of the water and the 
coastline for the filers of possible 
wreckage of the plane. 
"It is almost a hopeless task," 
said Capt. H. D. Hinckley, divis- 
ion commander. 
"We'll do the 
best we can—but I'm afraid, that 
will not be enough." 
A check of radio and telegraph 
stations along the British Colum- 
bia cost last night failed to re- 
veal a-trace of Moyle or Allen or 
the source of the report that a 
plane similar to the one flown by 
the airmen had been seen along 
the coast.Hope Dwindled. 


As hours passed with no reports 
of the airmen, even the most opti- 
mistic began to lose hope they 
would be found alive, 
although 


some believed there might be a 
duplication of the experience 
of 


Major Frederick L. Martin, one of 
the army round-the-world filers of 
1924 
Major Martin w»s lost 11 days 


after his plane crashed into a 
mountain 
peak on the 
Alaska 
peninsula, despite 
organized ef- 


forts to find them. 
He finally 
reached a cannery equipped with 
a radio station and sent out word 
of his safety. 
Thomas Ash, Jr., World Wai- 
aviator, who gave up an attempt 
to fly the Moyle-Allen monoplane 
over the route this summer, express- 
ed the opinion the airmen were 
lost some where off the Aleutians.

The cortin, rushed_ here by air- 


plane yesterday, was q^ily enough 
to treat the woman, who is suffer- 
ing from a strange malady known 
as Addison's disease, for three 
days. 
It was furnished by Dr. 
Frank A. Hartman of the Univer- 
sity of Buffalo. No more could be 
spared because three of his own 
patients require daily treatments 
of it. Additional quantities of the 
substance' must be obalned from 
other medcalj schools, Dr. Richard 
Torpln said. 
Cortin, which is extracted from 
the adrenal glands of cattle, was 
discovered only 
recently. 
The 


glands of 150 cattle are requirec 
.to manufacture enough for one 
day's treatment. 
It is used in the 


treatment of persons whose ad- 
renal glands are destroyed. 


Mrs. Nelson became ill several 
months —ago, and at about the 
same time, her husband lost Ms 
position.

children is two years old; the old- 
est is 18. 
Medical authorities of Chicago 
were giving all possible attention 
to Mrs. Nelson who, they say,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 10.—(/P)— 


Three of the men who sought 
means to arrest the decline in 
cotton prices following the huge 
crop of 1926, again are trying to 
raise the depressed price of the 
staple. 


One is President Hoover, secre- 


tary of commerce five years ago. 
Another is Eugene Meyer govern- 
or of the federal reserve board. 
The third is William L. Clayton, 
head of one of the largest pri- 
vate cotton firms in the world. 


Their efforts have been directed 


toward arranging 
some form of 


credit - for the export of cotton, 
now at one of the lowest prices 
in its history. 


No decision has been 'decided 


upon or methods of relief. How- 
ever the president plans to con- 
tinue his conference with bank- 
ers and the cotton men in «-he 
hope that some solution may be 
found soon. 


The 1926 crop, of approximate- 


ly 18,000,000 bales, was the larg- 
est on record. A near 'panic pre- 
vailed as it started 
to market. 


Cotton, mills, anticipated lower 


prices, bought charily and cotton 
trade channels seemed clogged. 
In early October the 
average 


price 
in 
Southern spot 
market 


was 13.28 cents a pound,v which 
was 
below production cost but 


double the 1931 price. 
Mr. Hoover and Meyer, who had 


previous experience in setting up 
establishments for financing cotton 
exports while Chairman of the 
war finance corporation, suggest- 
ed a meeting of bankers and cot- 
ton men which was field In New 
Orleans to consider the situation. 
It was agreed to recomemnd 
that growers discontinue the sale 
of cotton at prevailing prices and 
to urge mills to buy cotton as an 
Investment. 
Shortly afterward Meyer set up 


a number of cotton finance cor- 
porations 
in the south. 
Ample 


cotton was provided and arrange- 
ments were made to folnance the 
farmers but cotton storage places 
were insufficient. 


Clayton, who participated in the 
cotton discusion, advised his agen- 
cies abroad to urge spinners to 
buy substantial stocks as an in- 
vestment. Approximately 15 per 
cent of the 1926 crop was han- 
dled by his firm. 
The agriculture department has 


placed the 1931 crop at 15,685,000 
baels. The farm board has esti- 
mated the carry-over of domestic 
cotton a year hence will be 11,- 
000,000 bales. 
After accumulating 1,300,000 bales 


in 1930 in an effort to stabilize 
cotton prices the board announced 
no more cotton would be purchas- 
ed for* that purpose.

total for this acre of sorghum 
584.13. 
This demonstration 
was 
carried out on the farm of H. K, 
Keyton of the Titus farm com- 
munity, being worked as a club 
boy demonstration by Lee Elvin 
Keyton, 14 years old. 
Two brothers of the boy, 11 and 


13 years of age, have an acre of 
corn and peanuts. The corn will 
yield at least 35 bushels, also a 
crop of peas that are planted on 
every other row that will yield 
eight or ten bushels as they are 
.iust coming into-maturity, besides 
the. future benefit they will be to 
the land as a result of the storing 
ip of nitrogen so much needed on 
;his land and most oth?r farms 
n the county. Peanuts are being 
larvested now. a middle buster 
with the moldboards removed be- 
ng used to do the digging so that 
the tap root wil be left in the 
jround with its nitrogen gathering 
Dacteria rather than plowed up 
and wasted, for it is this part of 
he plant that builds up the sail. 
This crop of peanuts .gives promise 
of one.ton and a half to the acre. 


The father of these boys says

for the boy to use In preparation 
and cultivation he ras doubled the 
yield of his corn this year.

This plan, or what is known as 


the 50 per cent reduction plan, 
Mr. Fortson 
stated, 
would give 


cheap cotton for four more years 
and at the same time keep the 
cotton gina and cotton oil mills 
running only on a small percent- 
age of time, or in other words 
practically half time as compared 
with the past running time. This 
would, 
Mr. 
Fortson 
contended, 


draw the recovery of the cotton 
industry out over some five years, 
and 
during all that time 
give 


only half-time work and the price 
would be below what it should 
be, and during all these years 
business conditions In the south 
vould be only about 50 per cent 
of normal, thus not only disrupt- 
ing the immediate cotton growing 
section of the United States, but 
in fact the entire nation as well. 


So much, Mr. Fortson said, for 
the 50-50 plan. 


Says Ixmg Flan Best 
Taking up the Long plan or 


the no-cotton plan, Mr. Fortson 
said that this plan would accom- 
plish in two years what it would 
take five years to accomplish by 
the 50-50 plan. A prohibition of 
the growing of any cotton in 1932 
would bring Immediate relief, he 
argued. He believes that should 
this plan be put into effect over 
the south, with Texas taking the 
lead, 
that 
the 
price of cotton 


would at once begin to climb and 
that 
at 
least 
half 
the 
cotton 


grown this year would be held off 
the market by the growers who 
would see that with no cotton in 
1932 grown the price would still be 
higher and therefore they would 
hold for that price. 


All during the year, Mr. Fort- 


son stated, cotton buyers would 
be kept busy as the cotton would 
be brought on the market during 
the entire year of 1932 and into 
1933. 
The oil mills woulds be kept 


busy instead of running only a 
few months out of the year, and 
business would thus be rejuve- 
nated, and at the end of this 
time the carry-over would be cut 
down to the approximate figure 
that it would be in 1936 by the 
50-50 plan. 


Thus, 
Mr. Fortson 
argues, it 


would be far better to adopt the 
no-cotton or Long plan and get

AUSTIN, Sept. 9.—(/P)—A bill to 


prohibit "bucket shops" and ban 
the dealing in "futures" on cotton, 
live stock, and other commodities 
was introduced in the house to- 
day 
by Representative Penrose 


Metcalfe of San Angelo. 


If enacted 
into law 
the bill 


would prohibit dealing *n anything 
except the spot markets. 
Futures were defined In the bill 


as a sale or contract to sell or 
offer to sell any commodity for 
future delivery when it was not 
the bona fide intention of the 
contracting parties that the thing 
mentioned in the contract should 
be delivered and paid for as spec- 
ified and any sale, purchase or 
contract where at the option of 
either party the contract 
might 


be settled by paying or receiving 
the margin. 


Operators of bucket shops would 


be sentenced to two years in the 
penitentiary If convicted. Fines of 
from $100 to $2000 would ba as- 
sessed persons leasing properties 
for bucket 
shop purposes 
and 


agents of bucket shops would be 
fined from $100 to $2000 and sen- 
tenced to jail from one to aix 
months. 


Any person making or offer- 


Ing to make any future contract 
would be fined from $100 to $500 
and sentenced to jail from 10 to 
30 days. 


The burden proof that the con- 
tract was a bona fide transaction 
on 
the 
spot 
market 
would be 


placed on the defendant.

The Lower Face 
Host women neglect the low- 
er part of the face until it is 
too late to do much with It, 
but Miss Forbes tells what do 
in her column today. Bead and 
follow her directions; they are 
not difficult. 


If you are beginning to get a 
middle aged look about the low- 
er t>art of your face, you must do 
something for it immediately. I 
do not mean that you must rush 
to a jar of cold cream and dab 
away at your skin whenever you 
remember it; this sort of spas- 
modic treatment is no good. 
I 
mean-that you must begin a reg- 
ular course' of exercise and mas- 
sage, and that you must use as- 
' tringents and possibly face strap- 
ping, and do these treatments reg- 
ularly until you've overcome the 
difficulty. 
All this 
may sound 
alarming, but 
In practice it is 


quite simple. 
You might begin with exercise. 
I always prefer to advise strength- 
ening weak muscles by some nat- 
ural methods before I advise com- 
plete reliance on cosmetics. Here 
are two exercises to strengthen all 
the muscles around the lower part 
of the face. The first ,is to drop 
the head back as far as possible 
•with the mouth open. Then shut 
the mouth. You will feel a pull 
all along the muscles of the shin 
and throat; This should be repeat- 
ed at least a dozen times every 
morning. Another exercise 
is to 
lie across, your bed on your back 
with your head hanging .over the 
edge and mouth open. Shut the 
mouth so y°u feel that same pull 
all ong the throat. So much for 
the skin. Now for those muscles 
around the mouth. 
The best exercise I know is one 
I've not see recommended in any 
book or series of articles about 
beauty for a long time. It Is to 
compress the lips tightly into a 
button shape and then fill the 
mouth full of air so the cheeks 
are'blown out. It is just as though 
you were trying to blow out a 
candle a \qng way off, only do 
not expel the air. You hold this 


MOUTHS 
position for half a minute, relax, 
and repeat, and keep this up for 
several 
minutes. These are 
the 


only necessary exercises. Slapping 
those muscles with a rubber pat- 
ter is also very good for them, 
as it is stimulating. 


Miss F. M.~It is not unusual to 


find a person with one hand and 
one foot larger than the 
other. 


This is probably due to the train- 
ing given in early childhood to 
use one hand more than the oth- 
er, which is apt to bring about an 
uneven growth ofthe whole body. 
The right hand was given prefer- 
ence long ago and since it had 
much more work to do than the 
left one, it developed beyond the 
other one. The right hand then 
led the extra movements for the 
whole 
right side, including the 


stepping with more work for the 
right foot than the left. This does 
not mean any defect whatever and 
there is nothing to be done about 
it unless it would be possible now 
to train the left hand to be as 
efficient as the right one. After 
time there would be some .evening 
up of the development all over. 
Consult the doctor about the en- 
larged veins in your hands. 


W. S. K.—You might try Tub- 


bing a piece of cut cucumber into 
the brown streaks on your neck 
and if any simple bleach will re- 
move these stains from your skin 
this will do it. You should do 
this every 
day an hour 
before 


bathing to give the bleach some 
time to work, but do not let it 
remain after that for any length 
of time as it will make the skin 
too dry. Anything that bleaches 
the skin is drying to it, and after 
using most of them a. little oil 
or cream should be used to coun- 
teract this tendency. Peroxide is 
bleaching also. So try it some- 
times, and if the stains remain 
after repeated applications of these 
bleaches, better ask the 
doctor

EQUALIZATION FEE 
MARKETING PLAN IS 
GIVEN ENDORSEMENT 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., Sept. 
8.—(ff) 
—Amendment of the federal ag- 
ricultural maiketing act to permit 
operation of the equalization fee 
device in disposing of crops mar- 
keted by co-operatives, as a means 
of securing "adequate protection" 
for the farmer, was advocated by 
Edward A. O'Neal, president of 
the American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation, In an address at the state 
fair here today. 
The equalization lee, O'Neal 
said, would, by isolating the ex- 
portable surplus, permit the Amer- 
ican farmer to exchange the prod- 
ucts of his toll for other American 
products on a parity with 
other 
industrial groups. 
It would free 
the American market from the 
competition of world markets and 
it has the further advantage he 
said, of 
avoiding -governmental 
subsidy to agriculture in that thla 
fee la paid by all producers of a 
crop on the surplus which cannot 
be disposed Of at home. 
The proposed fee "gives identi- 


cally the same protection that the 
Immigration 
restrictions 
enable 


American labor to enjoy when 
threatened by1 the low living stan- 
dards of Europe and Asia." 


"ThR farmer," said he, "feels 
that industry has the advantage 
of us with its very high tariffs, 
while the price we get for our 
products is determined by the 
:>rlce of our surplus in the world 
markets. 


"The 
farmer feels, too. that the 
high Industrial tariffs are prevent- 
ing sale of our exportable agricul- 
tural surpluses." 
Farmers are deeply Interested in 
the credit situation, Mr. O'Neal 
said. 
"They are wondering why 
there is such vast accumulation 
of cash In city banks, and no mon- 
ey out In the country for capital 
or for marketing purposes. They 
feel the whole agricultural credit 
system needs overhauling. 
They 
also approve of regulations con- 
trolling grain and cotton exchang- 
es.
